The raiding was in charge of Ben 
Newmark, chief investigator, who split 
thirty-five policemen into seven squads 
in charge of Detective Sergeants Lof- 
tus, McCarthy, Bernacchi, Gainor, Al- 
denhovel, Mills, and Gentile. 

The raiding began at room 403 Chem- 
ical building, 117 North Dearborn 
street, alleged to be one of four clear- 
ing houses operated by Mont Tennes. 

Six men were arrested, a quantity 
of racing returns, telephone memo- 
randa and bets were seized, and phones 
were ripped out. E. J. Sweeney, 210

Jury Dines; Votes 
Acquittal in Hour. 


Isabelle Orthwein was found 
not guilty of murder last night. It 
took a jury less than an hour to de- 
cide that she should not be punished 
for the killing of Herbert P. Ziegler, 
whom she shot down in the early 


|morning of March 1, after a night of 


drinking and quarreling in the apart- 
ments he maintained for her at 5618 


Surf street. 


Mrs. Orthwein, dressed for the oc- 
casion in a smartly tailored suit and a 
small hat with a heavy véll, accepted 
the verdict in perfect composure, an 
attitude strangely different from the 
one she maintained during the trial. 

To her it-was a justification of her 
act. In a statement she said she had 
expected a verdict of not guilty and 
seemed not surprised. In her opinion 
the jury was guided by “ public opin- 
ion,” and she took it that public opin- 
ion was with her. But to the state's 
attorney's office it was the same old 
story: “ You can’t convict a woman— 
a good looking woman—of murdering 
man.” | 
Cheers in Courtroom. 

The verdict caused a sensation and 
commotion in the courtroom despite 
the warning of Judge Wilson: and the 
efforts of a half dozen bailiffs. As 
the words “ Not guilty” were read the 
spectators who crowded the .room, a 
majority of them being Women, clapped 
their hands and cheered and crowded 
forward into the inclosure before the 
bench. 

Men shook Mrs. *Orthwein’s hands; 
women threw their arms around her 
neck and kissed her, and her attorneys 
almost had to fight their way out of 
the courtroom. 

It was shortly after 6:40 p. m. that 
the-jury, with the b gained coat 
of Ziegler over the arm of the fore- 
man, marched into the jury room to 
decide on a verdict. Fifty-five min- 
utes later, after they had taken three 
ballots and eaten their dinner, they an- . 
nounced they were ready to report, but 
it was not until 8:30 o'clock that the 
judge, the defendants, the attorneys 
for the defense and the prosecution 
could be assembled. | 

Wants No Demonstration. 

Mrs. Orthwein entered the court- 
room with her attorneys, Benedict J. 
Short and George Guenther, while 
Judge Wilson was warning the spec- 
tators that he “ wanted it strictly un- 
derstood that there must be no demon- 
stration, regardless of the verdict.” 

The defendant took her seat and the 
ghost of a smile hovered around the 
corners of her mouth as the jury, in 
its shirt sleeves filed into the jury box. 
She seemed to start and the smile left 
her face when the judge askéd if a 
verdict has beem decided on and her 
eves followed every move of the bailiff 
as he walked slowly across the court- 
room, received the folded verdigt from . 
the foreman and carried it to Clerk 
Will Bennett. j 

There Was a breathless silence as the 
clerk read, “We the jury find the ae 
fendant not guilty.”’ 

Some of the spectators began to ap- 
plaud and while bailiffs rapped for 
order, -Mrs. Orthwein, her smile again 
in evidence, faced the jury.

THE FIVE CENT FARE. 


Additional proof of the fact that the 56 went 
fare agitation is to be used primarily, as it has 
been used, for the benefit of the Lundin-Thompson 
city hall political organization rather than for the 
public is contained in the mayor’s latest pro- 
nouncement on the subject. Announcing that the 
city hall will apply to.the IWinois commerce com- 
mission as soon as it is organized for a “ reduc- 
tion ” in local transportation rates, the mayor asks 
for an increase of $115,000 in the appropriation for 
payment of special traction attorneys and other 
@zpenses in connection with the application. 

The budget already contains an item of $200,000 
for public utility litigation expenses. This is not 
enough for the city hall. It wants $316,000. 

And at that there is no assurance that a 5 cent 
fare will be given, or even asked. Merely a “re 
duction ” is to be requested. Of the additional fund 
requested for the expenses of such an appeal a 
large part is to go to Chester E. Cleveland, the 
mayor's chief traction attorney, at the rate of $100 
or more a day, and perhaps to such other lega)” 
lights as Edward Wright, the colored attorney who 
drew some $30,000 or thereabouts in connectior 
with thea mayodr’s traction plan. 

It is porch that as long as the 5 cent fare 
promise can be used to squeeze money out of 
the taxpayers to reward the city, hall's favorites 
the issue will be kept alive. The same measures 
which are to be taken now if the mayor's organ- 
ization can. wring the extra $115,000 out of the 
council could and should have been taken, accord- 
ing to the pledges of Thompson and Small, imme- 
diately after the new state administration went 

But that would have beeg too simple an arrange- 
ment. It was much better for the machine to 
forget its promises and use an appropriation of 
$250,000 from the traction fund to formulate a 
different plan. That money having been used with. 
out result beneficial to the straphangers, it is now 
time to get a new fund for distribution on a 
slightly different basis. This money will be used, 
presumably, for attorneys’ fees and preparation of 
the data necessary to support the city’s plea to 
If this 
fails we may expect another appropriation, either 
for a renewal of this appeal or for some other 
development of the mayor's traction plan. It be- 
comes more and more apparent that this plam is 
designed primarily to get money out of the tax- 
payers, not to save money for car riders.

The arbitration will be of immediate and sub- 
stantial benefit if it results in such a readjustment 
of wages and correction of vexatious rules that 
parties desiring to build will be encouraged to go 


But as Tur TriBune has pointed out before, this 
will by no means reach the sources of continuing 
evil which afflicts the building industry in this 
city.

‘MILK AS A BABY FOOD. 
F a baby cannot get mother’s milk, 
either from its own mother or a wet 
nurse, most people think that cow’s 
milk is the best substitute. The ad- 
vantages of cow's milk are these: When 
properly diluted it makes a food whieh 
a baby can digest easily and from which 
it can get carbohydrates and fats for 
heat and energy, protein for growth and 
repair, vitamines to stimulate growth and 
other vitamines to ward off disease— 
lime with which to build bones arié teeth, 
and other needed chemicals. The ingre- 
dients are present in about the proper 
proportions when the milk is prepared 
according to simple formulas. Mothers 
are fairly well acquainted with methods 
of preparing cow’s milk for baby feeding. 
The disadvantages of liquid cow’s milk 
as a food for babies are these: Milk is 
a good culture medium for bacteria. Un- 
der city conditions the milk is a day or 
two old when it is consumed, It is pro- 


of consumption, and must be handled 
by many people. In other words, the 
disadvantages arise from the difficulty 
in having it come to the baby clean, cold 
and fresh and uncontaminated by bac- 
teria capable of causing disease. 


The advantages of certified milk are 
that it is safer than raw liquid market 
milk, that it is more uniform in butter 
fat, and that it is cleaner and colder 
than the ordinary market product. The 
disadvantages of certified milk are: It 
is expensive, it. is less safe than pasteur- 


ducing it have not had as much pasturage 
and fresh greeh feed as have the cows 
producing market milk. 
The advantage of properly pasteurized 
milk is that it is safer than any other 
milk. There is less chance that it 
\will convey tuberculosis from the tuber- 
_culous cow and less chance that it will 
| spread typhoid, septic sore throat, scar- 
,let fever, and other human diseases 
which are milk borne. Its disadvantage 
is that it contains somewhat less anti- 
scorbutic vitamine than raw milk and 
therefore that the babies must have more 
tomato juice, Irish potato, and orange 
juice. | 
The above statements relative to the 
several kinds of milk relate to milk for 
babies. Children over 1 year of age 
derive advantage from being fed some 
milk and disadvantage from being fed 
too much.. The advantage lies in the 
vitamines it contains and especially in 
that vitamine which is necessary for 
normal growth. Aside frag the vita- 
mines needed, it contains the lime nee@ed 
for the bones and teeth of the growing 
child. 
The disadvantage relates to the dan- 
ger of tuberculosis of the glands and 
bones, which danger can be guarded 
against by cooking or pasteurizing the 
milk.

hypochondriac, They grudgingly gave 
me prescriptions for bromide and other 
sleeping potions, telling me at the same 
time of the risk I ran in taking them. 
To my queries as to what caused my 
sleeplessness and ever present exhaus- 
tion they said it was ‘just nervousness,’ 
but were unable to suggest what might 
cause the nervousness. 

“One of my old time eye attacks 
‘caused me at this time to go to an ocu- 
list, and I was given a prescription for 
bifocal glasses. So little importance did 
I attribute to this prescription that I 
carried it in my pocket for three months, 
during all of which time I suffered with 
exhaustion and insomnia.

MY LOWELL is remarkable, 
among other things, for her un- 
flagging enthusiasm as a poet. 
She is in the heyday of her 


zest and insistence, confident of her 
abundant abilities, happy in her crea- 
tions, and full of sturdy ambition. Her 
output is, if not voluminous, at least 
copious. She has mass as well as 
qualitwin her work; and, while a few 
poets have sustained a reputation on a 
slender capital, without doubt a good 
quantity of work is a valuable con- 
comitant of a reputation. 

In“ LEGENDS,” Miss Lowell's latest 
book [Houghton, Mifflin company], she 
has retold a number of old tales, gath. 
ered from various sources—China, the 
North American Indians, the Bible, 
Renaissance chronicles, , England, old 
folk records, drifting " superstitions. 
The stories in her book, Miss Lowell 


are perennial. Whoever will may set 
a clipping from them in his garden. 
Take, for example, “ Rizpah,” the grim 
} biblical story, retold with poignant 
Sympathy by Tennyson—setting the 
‘scene in England in the eighteenth cen- 
tury—and now cast in Miss Lowell's 
imagistic mold as “ Dried Marjoram.” 
In her handling it ceases to be a tale 
that tears out the heartstrings with 
its anguish and becomes a series of 
dramatic or of terrific pictures.

have accomplished in large part the 
unlawful and Wrongful purposes of 
said conspiracy in scorn and contempt 
of the rights of the citizens and tax- 


could have been legally paid, although 
they recefved $1,738,000. Furthermore, 
it is alleged that the services of the 
three real estate experts were not 
worth more than $15,000 each to the 
city. 

, Predicts Higher Tax Rate. 

The bill predicts that such practices 
will continue until “it will become 
necessary either to abandon the city 
beautiful improvements or to increase 
the already exorbitant rate.” 

So the bill asks for an accounting, 
an order compelling the defendants to 
“repay forthwith” the $1,738,000 paid 
the experts, an order requiring the de- 
fendants to give the names and ad 
dresses to whom the bill alleges the 
experts distributed sums from the 
amounts paid by the city, and an order 
prohibiting the city officials from pay- 
ing the experts and the experts from 
receiving any more cash.

The best grounds are where the 
river .merges into the lake, half a 
mile east of Schofield’s landing. A 
stretch a half mile long and 300 yards 
wide offers water varying in depth 
from two to fifteen feet, in which lily 
pads and underwater vegetation make 


| ideal spots for the game fish. The en- 


tire shore of the lake provides good 
bass water. More adventurous fisher- 
men go up the river a mile or two, and 
good catches are made. The heavy 
weeds in the river harbor some mighty 
big fish. Bass up to seven pounds and 
pike. weighing fifteen to twenty pounds 
have been taken. Best of all—there 
are no motor boats!

New York, June 24.—[Special.J— 
The tendency of the stock market to 
recover vigorousiy after each spell of 
weakness, which has been rather note- 
worthy all the week, was again in evi- 
dence today. A few industrial stocks 
went lower, but from opening to close 
the general movement of prices was 
upward and the day ended with many 
net advances, ranging from 1 to 3 
points. Most of the buying under 
which the advance occurred was 


ascribed to repurchases by speculators 
for the decline. 

How far the better feeling was at- 
tributable to the impressively strong 
showing of the reserve banks.is a matter 
of conjecture. The large gains are still 
in the eastern districts; reserve institu- 


tions of the south and west are gaining , .

The general position still seems to be 
one in which the process of gradual: debt 
liquidation is sending capital back from 
the interior to the richer eastern com- 
munities, precisely as the foreign mar- 
kets which have debts to discharge in 
America are sending gold in quantity to 
New York. Nevertheless, even such re- 
serve banks as that of Dallas are also 


‘lowering their rates and, wholly aside 


from the question whether accumulation 
of idle gold is itself a favorable symptom, 
the fact of those high reserve ratios 
means that the danger point in the credit 
Situation has been distinctly left behind. 


Striking Change In Conditions. 


The government's report on our foreign | 


trade of May, by countries of origin or 
destination, gives a striking picture of 
the changed conditions. Out of the $415,- 
523,000 decrease in total exports as com- 
pared with May, 1920, $206,600,000 oc- 
curred in our trade with Europe and $95,- 
600,000 in trade with other North Ameri- 
can markets, principally Cuba and 
Canada. 

When the “trade balance” with the 
European countries is figured out, some 
interesting tendencies are shown. In our 


1 trade with France, for instance, last 


month actually resulted in an excess of 
imports over exports; the import sur- 
plus being nearly $2,000,000, as against an 
export surplus of $47,100,000 in May. 
1920, and an export surplus of $3,500,000 
even in the same month of 1912. 


_France Shows Export Surplus. 


“The whole foreign trade of France dur- 

ing May has shown another monthl& sur- 
plus of exports, bringing the export ‘sur- 
plus for the five completed months of 
1921 to 365,000,000 francs: something 
not achieved in that country’s foreign 
trade for nearly half a century. Such a 
showing gives good indication of re- 
cuperative power. 

To England our “ export surplus ” last 
month was $60,900,000, but it was $108,- 
000,000 in May, 1920, and $20, 800,000 in 
May 1913. ,Curiously eriough, it is with 
Germany that both export and import 
trade are holding up best as <apeenadare 
with last year.

Mixed News on Dividends.

The demand 
for both men’s and women's goods is strong. 

Standard weights of clothing are dull, as are 

woolens and silks generally. 

‘* Wholesalers report both mail orders and 
road sales running ahead of the correspond- 
ing time last year. Clothing orders for fall 
have been booked in good volume, Small 
orders and quick delivery the rule for 
the general run of merchandi The build- 
ing revival is getting under way. Recent 
price cutting in moter cars and trucks has 
not stimulated buying to any great extent. 
Evidence of a return of activity in manufac- 
turing is lacking."’ 


Marshall Field & Co., in their weekly review 
of the wholesale dry goods trade, say:
